The author index gives the names of the authors, editors or translators, 
and the pages on which their works will be found, except in w<5rks of fiction 
and individual biography. 

In calling for a book, give author, title, class and number. Slips for that 
purpose will be found in the Reading Room. 

Books that are at any one time needed by several patrons for the purpose 
of study may be temporarily transferred from the circulating to the reference 
library.
